Zionist American Council for Judaism, this week termed “a hollow 
formula” definitions of Israel as a “spiritual, moral, cultural center” 
but added that “Israel may be, in time, just that.”

If Israel does not merit it, 
no amount of persuasion can 
force the world to believe or ac- 
cept such a hollow formula.” 

If Israel is sincere “in her de- 
sire to be such a center, her 
course is obvious,” Rosenwald 
declared. “She must so conduct 
herself as to bring about such an 


exalted position.” 


He concluded that “if Israel is 
not constituted to permit such 
self-introspection, she cannot at- 
tain the status which she is now 
demanding ‘on faith,’ and without 
the substance to promote it.”

CHARLOTTE, N. C. 
had their origin in the South 


society where the civic status of

For that 
first “Institute” Weinstein had 
invited Prof. Ludwig Lewisohn, 
the historian Marvin Lowenthal 
and the Hillel Director, Rabbi 
Arthur Lelyveld, who combined 
to develop this “Institute” tech- 
nique of adult Jewish education.

Emin Pasha 


(1840-1892) 

In the last half of the nineteenth century there appeared 
in Constantinople a young, penniless German doctor of 
medicine. His name was Eduard Schnitzler, He was an un- 
heroic figure of a man—nearsighted, bespectacled, wearing 
a fez and observing Mohammedan rites. He was skilled in 
chess, fluent in many~languages, and with a wide scientific 
knowledge. 


For five months he drifted about a Turkish post, making 
friends with Egyptians and Arabs until one day he went 
steaming up the Nile as a government medical officer. Two 
years passed, and then the news came from the Sudan that 
Emin Pasha had been named the new governor of Equatoria. 


No one who knew him could believe that the peaceful, 
timid little doctor could rule that vast, savage African state. 
But he could and he did. He controlled a huge empire, and 
for ten years ruled supreme. He broke up the nefarious 
slave trade, explored the sources of the Nile, and journeyed 
into the unexplored jungles of Africa to secure valuable 
collections of botanical and zoclogical specimens. 


There was a native uprising, and all news of Emin 
Pasha was lost to the outside world for several years. Stan- 
ley, the great explorer, organized a rescue party and after 
years of terrible hardship succeeded in finding Emin alive, 
but ili and half-blind. Recovered in health, he refused ail 
honors and undertook another exploration into the interior. 
Walking away from camp one day, he was attacked by two 
Arabs and ‘assassinated. 


For months his death was not known until a European 
officer.found some books and diaries and learned they were 
the records of the famous Emin Pasha. To this day his place 
of burial remains a mystery.

PEICHIK is a trade name. It is a Polish term referring to 
an elegant whip such as is used in a two-wheeled hunting car 
riage. The name indicates that its original bearer was prob- 
ably a maker of such carriages and took his name from the 
fact that a whip was the emblem displayed outside of his shop. 
Many Jewish family names were taken from such shop signs, 
The original word was spelled “Pejczyk.”

New York Central's New Chief 
Aided Israel's Railroad System =

DENVER (JP)—The Denver Jewish community recently bade a sorrowful farewell to one of 
its most honored members, a former gandy dancer and engine wiper who stepped up into the big 


time. 


He is Alfred E. Perlman, a 51-year-old “railroad man’s railroad man,” who on June 14 was named 
to take over the helm of the nation’s second largest rail system, the New York Central railroad. 


Perlman, who as executive vice 
president of the Denver & Rio 
Grande Western railroad raised 
it from receivership to a model 
line, was appointed to the new 
post moments after Financier 
Robert R. Young won the proxy 
battle of the century from the 
forces of William White,

EVEN AS THE PROXY vote 
was announced, Young called his 
new board to order and elected 
“the father of Israel’s new rail- 
road system” the new president, 

Probably the only Jew in an 
executive position in any of the 
country’s railroads, Perlman’s 
appointment as president of NYC 
came as no surprise to railroad 
men—but as a “big surprise” to 
his charming wife, Adele. 


“I always knew he was a great 
railroad man,” she said. “But 
the fact that he is Jewish and 
still got the job makes me realize 
he’s even greater than I thought.’ 

The appointment came as a 
17th wedding anniversary to the 
couple. Mrs. Perlman, the for- 
mer Adele Emerich, member of 
a family long identified with the 
Denver Jewish community, met 
at a social gathering at the home 
of Alfred Triefus, general man- 
ager of the May Co. store in Den- 
ver and a leading Jewish philan- 
thropist.

At news of his NYC appoint- 
ment, employes of the Rio Grande 
from the common laborer to the 
top executive, expressed the same 
view: The New York Central 
couldn’t have made a better 
choice when it named Alfred E. 
Perlman as president. 

Summed up by George C. 
Smith, veteran locomotive engi- 
neer: “He is a man who could 
always see room for improve- 
ment. He is an old-time rail- 
roader and a very popular man. 
We sure hate to lose him.” 

Born in St. Paul, Minn., Perl- 
man displayed a liking for the 
railroad profession even when a 
youngster, His father, the late

The rise of Rio Grande from 
bankruptcy coincides exactly with 
the rise of Perlman as its execus 
tive. It was broke in 1935, with 
a net dificit of $4 million. Last 
year it made $9,800,000 and has 
paid dividends since 1936. 


And along with paying its way, 
Rio Grande has earned a world- 
wide reputation as a model of 
modern railroading, Its methods 
and improvements have been 
copied and imitated by lines 10 
times its size. 


In 1950, Perlman was called to 
Israel as a special consultant to 
the ministry of transport and 
communications in the planning 
of an over-all modernization of 
the new nation’s railroad system,

HE PLANNED the Hadera-Tel 
Aviv line, which shortened the 
old route by 22 miles. He also 
directed planning for a second 
rail line, following a desert route 
to Beersheba and other southern 
points, 


In addition, he helped with 
preparation of a modernization 
program for the entire Israel rail 
system which included a switch 
to Diesel locomotives, new dis- 
patch and signaling systems and 
other modern methods and equip 
ment. 


His accomplishments in the 
railroad field have been such that 
Young noted even while the out- 
come of the proxy battle was in 
doubt that his first job would be 
to appoint Perlman president.

N view of the very friendly attitude 
of England to Israel, since the days 
when the handful of Jews of Palestine 
and the might of Great Britain were ar- 
rayed in battle formation against one 
another, we must accept Prime Minister 
Churchill’s good wishes for Israel at face

It is very likely that Sir Winston 
along with most of the English people 
are sincerely sorry for their intransigent 
attitude towards the Jews of Palestine in 
the days when a little more than sym- 
pathy might have saved so many pre- 
cious lives.

Standards Are Needed 


HE problem of the use of the daily 

press to wash the linen of the Jew- 
ish community is still with us, and will 
certainly be with us for a long time 
to come. 

Yet it cannot be ignored that this is 
far from a good situation. 

Obviously it is of little concern, and 
certainly must tend only to confuse, 
friendly persons who have to read the 
accusations of the contending Jewish 
groups as they are published in ex- 
tenso in the New York Times and in 
other publications. 

This is bad public relations—bad as 
much for the Jewish community as a 
whole, as it is force any segment of it. 

Saturday a week ago, the New York 
Times devoted almost a full column to a 
letter by Rabbi Elmer Berger, director 
of the anti-Zionist American Council for 
Judaism, to the accusations of Rabbi 
Joseph L. Fink, retiring president of the 
Central Conference (Reform) of Ameri- 
can Rabbis. The paper had printed these 
charges by Dr. Fink a few days earlier. 

There is no simple solution. 

The fact that the Council is almost 
an infinitestimal minority of the Jewish 
community, and that the Jewish com- 
munity at large has in almost any mea- 


surable way you can think of expressed 
its pro-Zionist sympathies, throws no 
possible light on a solution to the vexing 
situation. 

The problem stems from two basic 
faults. One is the lack of any vehicle in 
the Jewish community with a large 
enough circulation so that it might be 
suggested with some validity, that there 
was a way, and a proper way, to present 
one’s views to the Jewish community, 

The other fault is that there are no 
standards whatsoever in the Jewish com. 
munity. This means, that in view of the 
fact that we are living in a democratic 
society, which precludes the imposition 
of any kind of sanctions, there is no re- 
straint and no self-imposed discipline, 
only an invitation to the kind of chaos 
we now have. 

If there were standards, which would 
mean that the Jewish community were 
mature, then just out of self respect, no 
group with an accusation against other 
Jews, would rush to the public press to 
air before the whole world their defam- 
ations against other Jews. They would 
recognize that this is something which 
is not done, and those that did it, would 
pay the penalty of public Jewish oblo- 


quy. 


A Laudable Step 


E can’t tell whether or not time 

really ran out on the Young Israel 
(Orthodox) convention (JP, July 2, 54), 
but time would soon run out on Young 
Israel as a whole, if it had presumed to 
approve of two resolutions which had to 
be shelved for lack of time. 

The one resolution, calling on Ortho- 
dox Jews not to attend Conservative 
synagogues for worship or religious cere- 
monies, might set up a standard, but it 
would drive many people away from 
Orthodoxy in droves, especially the 
young people. 

The second tabled resolution is just 
as explosive, and would do for the rab- 
bis, what the first resolution would do 
for the laity. It would have revoked or- 
dination (smicha) from rabbis who ‘“‘join 
movements or synagogues which deviate 
and contradict Jewish faith.” Jewish 
faith here would soon be synonymous 
even with Orthodoxy. For in no time at 
all certain other orthodox rabbis might 
find themselves bereft of their right to 
practice as rabbis, because they weren’t 
Orthodox enough. ’ 

But the -big objection to rulings of 
this kind is that they could not possibly 
be followed, and what happens is that 
even those who consider themselves truly 
Orthodox find themselves in the hypo- 


critical position of evading and ration- 
alizing. 

Another action of the convention was 
the announcement of the establishment 
of the ’’441 Foundation.”’ This is a move 
in the right direction, and the kind of 
approach to the spreading Orthodoxy 
which will bring results, not alienate 
people. 

The aim, of the first project of the 
new foundation, to make it possible for 
Jewish students to secure kosher meals 
at universities, is most laudable. The 
Post has often replied to solicitous par- 
ents inquiring about kosher facilities at 
various universities, that there are none. 


(It will be noted that the group plans 


to operate, where possible, through the 


Hillel Foundation, but what would hap- 
pen to the Orthodox student who would 
have tried to obey the injunction of the 
resolution noted above, if the Hillel rab- 
bi happened to be either a Conservative 
or a Reform rabbi.) 

We might recommend to the* 441 
Foundation the subsidization of kosher 
restaurants in major cities throughout 
the U.S. There aren’t more than five cit- 
ies in the U. S. today, outside of resort 
centers, where there are kosher restaur- 
ants.

UVENILES for Jewish children and their teachers 
J continue to flow, from publishers intent on selling 
Looks and from organizations bent on influencing 
young people. — ; 

An outstanding recent story book for Jewish youth 
fs Mrs. E. E. Levinger’s They Fought for Freedom 
(Union of American Hebrew Congregations, $3.00), 
which is remarkable for its choice of subjects and 
material both. The list merits full recounting:— 
the Maccabees, Hillel, Johanan, Josephus, Rashi, Ju- 
dah Halevi, Rambam, Benjamin of Tudela, Abravanel, 
Donna Gracia, Manaseh, Baal Shem, Mendelssohn, 
Montefiore, Herzl, Szold, Einstein, and Weizmann. 
This is the best of Mrs. Levinger’s marrative writing; 
put intrusions of Jesus and St. Francis may render 
the book unacceptable to traditional and conservative 
schools. 

HOWEVER, THERE are some publications that 
will not be accepted even by most liberal schools. 
These would include the well written but slanted 
textbooks of the American Council. One is Dorothy 
Bobrow’s prime, Tell Me Why (Bookman, $2.75) ,well 


David Goldberg’s Stories About Judaism discovers 
Judaism’s climax in American Reform. This too has 
its illustrations, pedagogic helps, and its notes by 
Samuel H. Baron ($2.75). 

Twayne Publishers, allied with Bookman, also 
presents Harold U. Ribalow’s What’s Your Jewish 
I. Q.? ($2.75). It contains thirty-six groups of fifty 
questions on virtually every facet of Jewish life from 
the Bible to current sports, with the answers. In all 
probability present Talmud Torah children will do 
better on these quizzes than their elders,

Danish Jews Retain Shechita 


COPENHAGEN—Danish Jews will be permitted to continue 
to practice shechita. Following a demonstration of the casting pen 
sent from London, non-Jewish experts recommended that the min- 
istry of justice approve this form of slaughter, according to the 
Jewish Chronicle of London. The authorities exempted the Jewish 
community from the decree, which became effective last week, 
making the slaughter of animals by electrical stunning obligatory.

LONDON—Chief Rabbi Israel Brodie of England has asked 
Dutch authorities to restore Anneke Beekman and Rebecca Melhado 
to Jewish guardians.

They have not been returned to the Jewish community, des- 
pite a succession of public appeals and court action.

Last night’s attack resulted in 
its initial stages in a number of 
casualties among the _ peaceful 
inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

In accordance with orders is- 
sued, the outposts of the Israel 
Defense Forces held their fire for 
some time in the face of this ag- 
gression. Eventually, as Arab fir- 
ing continued and gained in inten- 


Rabbi Eliezer Silver, president

The statement, according to the 
Jewish Chronicle of London, said that Jewish spiritual leaders in 
Rumania were fighting for peace because nothing else could assure 
the peoples of the world of a happy future,
